quarters with this report at the requed of MOO to 

Inform Headquarters as to the extent of FOB involvement in oonnsotion with 
this REDSKIN operation. 

2 . As stated in referenoe A, ABCA SSOMAR f 29 received this lead during , 
ocmversatloxis with WOLQSZYN ooooemlng AKhBBHTVB matters, the oover under 
idiioh AECASSCWAHf 29 has been operating* Upon the receipt of referenoe B 
we toformed AECASSOUARf 29 that we had no intwrest In Subject of reference A 
and instructed him to Infomi WOLOSZXN that. Subject of referadce A was not of~ 
interest to AECASSOWARf 29 in oonneotian wl^ AEBSEHIVE affairs. We gave 
AECASSOWARf 29 no particular reascai for our positlm but left the Ingn^slon 
with ABCASSCWAHf 29 that there were certain aspante oohcerolng Subjeot revealed 
by our traces that did not appeal to us. ABCASSOWARST 29 did not quAstion our 
position but asked whether there was a seourltgr problem involved. We replied 
that we had no evidence of a security problem being Involved, but as is the 
ease in Munich there are eo many ocmpUoated relationships that it is some- 
times better to withdraw from a situation than, to attempt to straighten it 
out. We did not pursue the matter further. ABCASSOWARf 29 oontaoted hX>L06ZSH 
again on 1 December 196I as a matter of routine. Bis contaot report shows 

how he conveyed to WOUOSZYN the hqpression that he was not really interested ^ 
in Subjeot of refUrenee A in eonneotloh with AUBKSBIVE. Slnoe WOLQSZ22H is 
not witting of KOBARK's relation with ABCASSOHARf 29 or of ABCASSOUARf 29*s 
real function in Europe for ABCASSOKUir 1, the approach taken by ABCASSGMARir 29 
appears to us to ba most reasonable and oonviheiiiB. We do not beUenre that 
WQLOSZfN has been stimulated into unwarranted iqpwoulatlcn on his own ooncexning 
Subjeot of referenoe A than he may have already had prior to ABCASSOHABSC 29's 
contacts. 


3. Although we were as olreumspeot as possible under the olroumatanoee 
to avoid any suggestion that Subjeot of refwmoe A was being bandied by 
another KIBARK ooraponent, we cannot rule out the poeslblllty that ABCASSOWARy 29 
may have come to this conclusion on his own In light of hie Headquarters 
training and briefing. However, we cannot In all Justice to AECASSOUARf 29 ^ ^ 

OiXkslder that this possibility ty Itself increases the x>isk of exposure of 
the REDSKIN operation involving Subject of i^erenoe A beyond an aooeptable 
minimum without oonoludlxig at the same time that all REDSKIN operations 
involving AECASSOWARf 29 oontaln the same unaeoeptable Inherent risk. Although 
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wa do not b-tjUove that this oonoluslcn is v#earranted, wo daf«r to 
^luaraeris and KCB as to tli» final aeolsioh oa th® operatioa Imrolvi*^ - 
Subject of re?©i*eiice A.
